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REV. WARWICK DAVIES MEMORIAL RECORD 


The Rev. Warwick Davies was only thirty-four when he 
died from cancer on 10th August, 1966, at the home of 
his parents at Northbridge in Sydney. He had been ill 
for only three months. 

This record contains a selection of messages and inter- 
views recorded by the Christian Broadcasting Association 
during his last illness. All the material on this record 
has been broadcast in CBA programmes around Aus- 
tralia, and has aroused tremendous public interest. 
Warwick’s testimony, in particular, has been used in a 
great many lives, and it has been printed in Radio Times 
and other journals, and distributed from the CBA office.

THE ORIGINAL ORCHARD GRASS BAND 
SOURWOOD MOUNTAIN 



This is the second album by The Original Orchard Grass Band. It was recorded 
with the Flat-Footers, Square Dancers, and lovers of old time music in mind. Most of 
the tunes recorded on this album are tunes Bill and Ted learned when they were 
young boys growing up in the hollows at the foot of the Blue Ridge Mountains. Ted 
grew up at Endicott, Virginia near the famous Shootin' Creek and recalls the hun- 
dreds of times he played for the Old Fashioned Frolics, and on many occasions with 
the famous Charlie Poole who spent a lot of time in this area. 

Bill grew up about five miles north of Ted near the Phoebe Needles school where he 
finished the sixth grade, and recalls trying to leam to play the fiddle while his older 
brother played the banjo and coaxed him on. Bill adds that his brother begged their 
mother to order the fiddle Bill learned to play on from Sears Roebuck & Co. and 
, recalls the price was S3 . 45 .

Ted recalls a black man named Jarwin Via who lived nearby. Ted said he could be 
heard nearly a half mile away playing the banjo and singing “Western Country," 
which was one of his favorites and must have been a favorite of Ted's as he still 
remembers the words to the song. 

Ted Boyd still lives near the place where he was born at Endicott, VA, and Bill 
lives at Rocky Mount, VA. 

Betty Waldron lives in Floyd County near Copperhill, VA. Betty plays autoharp and 
sings "I'm Thinking Tonight Of My Blue Eyes" on this album. Betty also records as 
a solo artist and has two albums to her credit. 

Charlie Hunt plays bass for the group and is the youngest member of The Original 
Orchard Grass Band. Charlie is a native of Franklin County, and lives at Penhook, 
VA. Charlie prefers playing old time music after many years of pickin' bluegrass and 
says although he likes both, there's something that seems to attract him to old time 
music. 


ABOUT ORCHARD GRASS 


The name for this band is no accident. Bill Cannaday says that he meditated for 
years the question that the terminology used to refer to the two types of string music. 
Old Time and Bluegrass, was about as confusing as helpful. He offers that a proba- 
ble majority of the millions who enjoy string music consider old time to include all 
string music and they also think of bluegrass as doing the same. Bill says Orchard 
Grass is very appropriate as a name to identify the music that still has basically the 
sound, rhythm and playing techniques handed down from our forefathers. Just as 
the music, Orchard Grass has been handed down. The early settlers brought it from 
England along with the music. In England, this widely used grass was known as 
"Cocksfoot.” The name "Orchard Grass” evolved when it was found to grow so 
well under apple trees in this country where most grasses would not. So Orchard 
Grass provided hay and pasture for the livestock, thus helping provide the livelihood 
while the music entwined itself in the way of life. And so it becomes obvious that the 
name "Orchard Grass" is fitting. 

With the stated purpose to preserve and promote something of the true old time 
sound, the Orchard Grass Music Foundation was established. The band was formed 
in 1976, and being the first to play what the group called Orchard Grass Music, 
it was the "Original Orchard Grass Band. " 

And having arrived at this point, it becomes very interesting that another famous 
grass about forty years ago provided the inspiration that would evolve the name 
"bluegrass" for the new sound, rhythm, and playing technique that would quickly 
spread and revitalize string music. 

And then there were two: Orchard Grass and Bluegrass for the everlasting pleasure 
of those wonderful people who love pure string music. 


Gerald Simpson plays guitar and sings the song "Pallet On The Floor." Gerald 
is identified in the above photo as standing to the right of Bill. And the other guitar 
player, Elmer Hagood, is standing next to Betty Waldron. Gerald lives in Roanoke 
County near Mason's Knob. Elmer is a Franklin County native and lives near 
Ridgeway, VA. 

Charlie, Gerald, and Elmer really do a professional job of playing backup to the 
old time tunes played by Bill and Ted. The Original Orchard Grass Band has re- 
corded another great album for the square dancing and flat-footin' clan, and all 
those who love this type of music. 


ABOUT PHOEBE NEEDLES 

In the background of the above picture is the Phoebe Needles school which has been 
converted for use as a conference center for the Episcopal Church. The school was 
financed by A.C. Needles, general manager of the Norfolk and Western Railroad, 
who later became president of the railroad, in memory of his daughter who died at 
the age of eight in 1913. It has been a landmark since it was built in 1918.

Movie Run at Ionia 


On the balmy Sunday of June 4, 1961, the town of Ionia.

This is the second album by The Original Orchard Grass Band. It was recorded 
with the Flat-Footers, Square Dancers, and lovers of old time music in mind. Most of 
the tunes recorded on this album are tunes Bill and Ted learned when they were 
young boys growing up in the hollows at the foot of the Blue Ridge Mountains. Ted 
grew up at Endicott, Virginia near the famous Shootin’ Creek and recalls the hun- 
dreds of times he played for the Old Fashioned Frolics, and on many occasions with 
the famous Charlie Poole who spent a lot of time in this area. 

Bill grew up about five miles north of Ted near the Phoebe Needles school where he 
finished the sixth grade, and recalls trying to learn to play the fiddle while his older 
brother played the banjo and coaxed him on. Bill adds that his brother begged their 
mother to order the fiddle Bill learned to play on from Sears Roebuck & Co. and 
recalls the price was S3. 45. 

Ted recalls a black man named Jarwin Via who lived nearby. Ted said he could be 
heard nearly a half mile away playing the banjo and singing “Western Country," 
which was one of his favorites and must have been a favorite of Ted’s as he still 
remembers the words to the song. 

Ted Boyd still lives near the place where he was born at Endicott, VA, and Bill 
lives at Rocky Mount, VA. 

Betty Waldron lives in Floyd County near Copperhill, VA. Betty plays autoharp and 
sings "I'm Thinking Tonight Of My Blue Eyes" on this album. Betty also records as 
a solo artist and has two albums to her credit. 

Charlie Hunt plays bass for the group and is the youngest member of The Original 
Orchard Grass Band. Charlie is a native of Franklin County, and lives at Penhook, 
VA. Charlie prefers playing old time music after many years of pickin' bluegrass and 
says although he likes both, there’s something that seems to attract him to old time 
music. 

Gerald Simpson plays guitar and sings the song “Pallet On The Floor." Gerald 
is identified in the above photo as standing to the right of Bill. And the other guitar 
player, Elmer Hagood, is standing next to Betty Waldron. Gerald lives in Roanoke 
County near Mason's Knob. Elmer is a Franklin County native and lives near 
Ridgeway, VA. 

Charlie, Gerald, and Elmer really do a professional job of playing backup to the 
old time tunes played by Bill and Ted. The Original Orchard Grass Band has re- 
corded another great album for the square dancing and flat-footin’ clan, and all 
those who love this type of music. 


ABOUT ORCHARD GRASS 

The name for this band is no accident. Bill Cannaday says that he meditated for 
years the question that the terminology used to refer to the two types of string music, 
Old Time and Bluegrass, was about as confusing as helpful. He offers that a proba- 
ble majority of the millions who enjoy string music consider old time to include all 
string music and they also think of bluegrass as doing the same. Bill says Orchard 
Grass is very appropriate as a name to identify the music that still has basically the 
sound, rhythm and playing techniques handed down from our forefathers. Just as 
the music, Orchard Grass has been handed down. The early settlers brought it from 
England along with the music. In England, this widely used grass was known as 
“Cocksfoot." The name “Orchard Grass" evolved when it was found to grow so 
well under apple trees in this country where most grasses would not So Orchard 
Grass provided hay and pasture for the livestock, thus helping provide the livelihood 
while the music entwined itself in the way of life. And so it becomes obvious that the 
name “Orchard Grass" is fitting. 

With the stated purpose to preserve and promote something of the true old time 
sound, the Orchard Grass Music Foundation was established. The band was formed 
in 1976, and being the first to play what the group called Orchard Grass Music, 
it was the ‘ ‘Original Orchard Grass Band. ’ ’ 

And having arrived at this point, it becomes very interesting that another famous 
grass about forty years ago provided the inspiration that would evolve the name 
“bluegrass” for the new sound, rhythm, and playing technique that would quickly 
spread and revitalize string music. 

And then there were two: Orchard Grass and Bluegrass for the everlasting pleasure 
of those wonderful people who love pure string music. 


ABOUT PHOEBE NEEDLES 

In the background of the above picture is the Phoebe Needles school which has been 
converted for use as a conference center for the Episcopal Church. The school was 
financed by A.C. Needles, general manager of the Norfolk and Western Railroad, 
who later became president of the railroad, in memory of his daughter who died at 
the age of eight in 1913. It has been a landmark since it was built in 1918.

The "flag" is called in a spine-tingling interplay of two types 
of whistles which echo across the valley. Clearly and distinctly 
heard are the former Class G-3 "chime" whistle of No. 2124 and 
the shrill freight whistle (former Class I -1 Osa) of No. 2100, as the 
train prepares to move up the historic Little Schuylkill branch of 
the Reading. 

Twilight at Port Clinton 

In the glimmering twilight, with a light fog setting in, the two 
T-Ts backtrack homeward through the valley at Port Clinton. 
The "pft-pft-pft-pft" of the automatic relief valves of the two 
giants becomes sharp as the engines drift by
